Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 29.—Ti.e joiut 
committee ut lilt* senate and house, ap 
pointed to consider and report upon a 
revision of the corporation and rtv e 
nue laws, presented its report to the 
legislature, together with about twenty 
bills, 
which 
the 
committee 
recom­ 
mends be enacted into law. 
The most important of tile score of 
measures presented is a voluminous 
bill providing for the incorporation, 
regulation and dissolution of business 
corporations, to take the place of the 
present law founded upon the act ot 
J874 and its innumerable am endments 
and supplements. 
The committee states In its report 
that ‘‘some of the most 
important 
changes in the law are the ri^ht to in­ 
corporate for more than one business, 
the requirement that 50 per cent ot 
the capital stock shall be paid heloro 
the commencem ent of the business, 
the restriction of the right of a corpor­ 
ation to own Its own shares, the pro­ 
hibition upon one corporation owning 
more thau 20 per cent of the capital 
stock of another corporation, a more 
complete enforcement of the constitu­ 
tional provision that stock shall not 
he issued except for money, property 
or services, so as to prevent the issue 
of watered stock, liability of d re tors 
for false statements, and a more con­ 
venient method for entorcing liability 
for unpaid subscriptions for the bene 
fit of creditors.” 
The committee also urges the enact­ 
ment of a complete code for the regu­ 
lation of foreign corporations, stating 
that it is the purpoes of this aet to put 
in fort e the best results of the exjteri 
ern e of other states. 
The committee also recommended a 
further 
law 
requiring 
investment 
brokers to tie licensed by the banking 
commissioner as to approval ot their 
method ot doing business. 
Among the other measures present­ 
ed by the committee were the joint 
resolutions proposing am endm ents to 
Die constitution so as to permit the 
classification of taxes for the purpose 
of laying graded or progressive taxes,
